Though i 
over sixtyt veurs of age, lie is as 
active aimdM as lie was twenty yours j 
ago. and for n mountaineer, born 
and reared in that untutored coun- 
try, where people of any kind are 
scarce, lie pftssciises a rare intelli- 
gence. 

A better insight into his strange 
and dangerous business cannot be 
given than by tho following story, 
told by himself: “1 have boon en- 
geged in catching rattlers at tho 
f.wt of litis mountain for many 
years. Some seasons I get from two 
to three hundred of them, many ot 
which 1 tame and ship alive to mu- 
seums iu New York uud other cities. 

I kill a good many and extract tho 
oil, for which I find a ready sale at 
from two to live dollars an ounce. 
The skins are wortli from one to five 
dollars each, according to their size 
and condition. 

“This mountain hack of my house 
Is fairly alive with rattlesnakes; 
thousands of them live there in th'-ir 
lairs in the crevasses of tho rocks. 
One day last year I started out be- 
low my house, and in two hours and 
a half caught tweuty-two rattlers 
and u black snake. I caught the 
snakes with a hook or snare and put 
them into a bag, lit which I bring 
them home. Do they ever bite me? 
Well, sometimes, but very seldom, 
as I know what a rattlesnake's bite 
is, and uin always very careful how 
I handle them. Six or seven times 
they have been too smart for me, 
uud have sunk their fangs iuto my 
bunds, hut l uin alive yet, und I have 
un infallible cure for t he poisoD. 
The bites always leave a sear, 
though, as you will see by the back 
of my band.”

Lewis opened his 
campaign in Hart county at this 
place on the ist.

HORRID SHIPMATES. 

A Vessel That Hae Been Invaded by 
Tarantulae and 8corpiona. 

Life on board the British steam- 
ship Kennct, which arrived at this 
port in command of Capt. Davit, 
laden with logwood, Is rendered mis- 
erable by the invasion of myriads of 
tarantulas, scorpions and other pes- 
tiferous strangers, and It is difficult 
to keep the sailors from deserting 
the ship on this account. 

These unwelcomo visitors found 
their way on board with a cargo of 
logwood, which was taken In at Port 
de Pais, a small settlement In Hsyti, 
and many night* of discomfort havs 
been spent on board the Kennet by 
both her officers and crew. Taran- 
tulas by the hundreds and number- 
less scorpions have been killed in 
the after cabin, and so thickly was 
this portion of the ship populated 
by these and 'other bugs that tbs 
officers have been unable to sle p 
below. 

The officers of the Kennet, like all 
sailors, are afraid of the turantulas 
and scorpions, and now that her 
cargo Is being discharged every ef- 
fort will be made to rid the ship of 
the plague before she sails from 
here. Iiauana-ladcn ships frequent- 
ly bring with their cargoes a few 
tarantulas, but this ship is fairly 
alive with them. The only relief 
the crew of the Kennet bad on their 
voyage north was on the day before 
sighting the capes, whon the cold 
weather caused their disappearance 
from the decks. 

As the cargo was being discharged 
it was found to be actually alive 
with both scorpions and tarantulas. 
Tbo old sailors on board the Kennet 
say they will never ship In a log- 
wood-laden vessel ugaln, and remain 
now only in tho fear that desertion 
would cause a forfeiture of their 
wages. —Philadelphia Presa.

Chinese Antipathy to the Telegraph. 

The two American bicyclers, 
Allen and Sachtlebcn, tell in the 
Century of their meeting with a 
Chinaman in tho heart of the 
flowery kingdom who electrified 
them by addressing them in the 
purest English. “He was one of 
that party of mandarids' sons which 
hml been sent over to our country 
some years ago, os an experiment 
by the Chineso government, to re- 
ceive a thorough American training. 
We cannot hero give the history of 
that experiment, as Mr. Woo re- 
lated It — how they were subsequent- 
ly accused of cutting off their 
queues and becoming denationalized, 
how, in consequence, they were re- 
called to their native land, and de- 
graded rather than elevuted, both 
by tbo people aud the government, 
because they were foreign In their 
sentiments and habits; und how, at 
lust, they gradually began to force 
recognition through the power of 
merit alone.

Cooking by Electricity. 

Cooking by electricity is still 
finding favor among an increased 
number of people, aud has 110 draw- 
back except that it is comparatively 
expensive. This has been all along 
the chief drawback to the electric 
light, and for the length of time it 
has been known its use has gone lit- 
tle beyond that in public places. 
Cooking by electricity lias hardly 
reached that point of being in com- 
mon use in'public places, but it bids 
fuir to do so in tlie near future. 
The heat in the range in which coal 
is used is not so intense as tin* appli- 
ance through whieli the electric cur- 
rent passes, and the latter is also 
more readily controlled. Thou there 
is no raking of ashes, no soiling of 
the hands with coal-dust, aiul no hot 
stove lids to lift and burn the fin- 
gers. Then the intensity of the 
heat is regulated for the different 
viands at pleasure. The popularity 
of cooking in this manner will after 
awhile appeal to those who live in 
small flats, where in the summer- 
time the kitchen and the dining- 
room may be with comfort one and 
the sume room.
